Czechoslovakia  area  sown  to  grains  for  the  1S38 
harvest  reported  as  follows,  with  1937  comparisons  in 
parentheses:  Wheat  2,135,000  acres  (2,107,000),  rye 
2,453,000  (2,413,000),  barley  1,674,000  (1,661,000),  oats 
1,922,000  (1,925,000),  corn  (unmixed  crop)  241,000  acres 
(239,000).    (International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  Rome.) 

Russian  total  spring  sowings  to  May  10  reported  at 
158  million  acres  compared  with  152  million  to  the  same 
date  in  1937.  Gain  said  to  he  due  to  advanced  sowings  in 
Siberia  and  Kazakstan.  (Berlin  office,  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics.) 
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London  wool  sales  continuing  with  general  tone  of 
the  market  very  good  considering  the  amount  of  short-time 
working.  Withdrawals  were  10  to  15  percent,  mainly  slipes 
and  faulty  scoured  wools.  Prices,  as  compared  with  those 
at  the  closing  of  the  preceding  series  on  March  10,  were 
2.5  to  5  percent  higher  for  greasy  merinos,  at  par  for 
scoured  merinos  and  fine  greasy  crossbreds,  par  to  5  per- 
cent lower  for  medium  and  low  greasy  crossbreds,  7.5  per- 
cent lower  for  all  scoured  crossbreds,  and  5  percent  lower 
for  slipes  of  all  descriptions.  Chief  buyers  of  merinos 
were  from  France,  Germany,  and  Belgium,  while  crossbreds 
went  to  Germany  and  Yorkshire.  (Agricultural  Attache 
C.  C.  Taylor,  London.) 
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Smaller  sowings  of  spring  grains  in  Canada 

The  area  intended  for  spring  wheat  in  Canada,  as  indicated  by 
farmers'   intentions  to  plant  on  May  1,  is  3  percent,  or  745,500  acres, 
under  the  24,851,400  acres  sown  for  the  1937  crop,  according  to  the 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa,    Most  of  the  reduction  will 
place  in  Saskatchewan.     The  durum  acreage  in  Manitoba  will  be  consider- 
ably smaller  this  year,  because  of  increased  seedings  of  rust-resistant 
bread  wheats.    Winter-killing  in  Ontario,  where  most  of  the  Canadian 
fall-sown  wheat  is  grown,  amounted  to  0  percent;  613,000  acres  remain 
for  harvest,  or  15  percent  less  than  the  winter  acreage  of  1937.  The 
indicated  area  for  all  wheat  amounts  to  24,719,000  acres  as  crmpared 
with  25,570,000  acres  last  year. 

The  winter-rye  acreage  for  harvest  in  1938  amounts  to  only  485,000 
acres  as  against  700,000  acres  harvested  last  year.     Spring  rye,  on  the 
other  hand,  will  show  a  decrease  of  9  percent  from  the  193,000  acres  re- 
ported last  year  if  farmers'  plans  are  carried  out.     The  total  for  1938 
is  placed  at  662,000  acres  as  against  894,000  in  1937. 

Decreases  of  3  and  5  percent,  respectively,  are  reported  for  oats 
and  barley.     The  intended  area  for  oats  is  estimated  at  12,691,000  acres 
and  for  barley,  at  4,121,000  acres.     Flaxseed  will  account  for  193,000 
acres  as  against  241,000  acres  last  year. 

The  condition  of  fall- sown  bread  grains,  expressed  in  percentage 
of  the  long-time  average  yields  per  acre,  was  reported  as  follows,  with 
comparisons  as  of  April  30,  1937,  in  parenthese:    Wheat  94  (94),  rye  94 
(82).     The  seeding  of  spring  grains  was  generally  more  advanced  this 
season  in  the  Provinces  of  Ontario,  Manitoba,  and  British  Columbia  but 
was  considerably  behind  in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta. 

Wheat  acreage  reduced  in  Italy 

The  area  sown  to  spring  wheat  in  Italy  for  the  1938  crop  is  esti- 
mated at  374,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.    Although  this  is  75  percent  larger 
than  the  spring-wheat  area  of  1937,  winter-acreage  abandonment,  which 
is  not  yet  known,  is  expected  to  be  large.     The  total  area  sown  to  wheat 
amounted  to  only  12,439,000  acres  as  compared  with  12,861,000  acres  sown 
last  year.     April  was  reported  generally  unfavorable  for  all  cereals 
because  of  drought  and  cold  v/eather  during  the  month.     The  condition 
of  the  wheat  crop  in  northern  Italy  ranged  from  generally  poor  to  very 
bad,  largely  as  a  result  of  frost  damage  late  in  the  month.     In  central 
and  southern  areas  the  crop  was  said  to  be  fair  to  good;  in  Sicily,  good 
to  excellent;  and  in  Sardinia,  fair.     Lack  of  moisture  has  retarded  the 
sowing  of  rice  and  corn. 
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The  wheat,  situation  in  India 

With  the  first  estimate  of  the  1933  wheat  crop  of  India  placed  at 
380  million  "bushels  pud  the  carry-over  on  April  I  somewhat  smaller  than 
in  1937,  total  domestic  wheat  supplies  are  about  the  same  as  those  of 
last  season,  when  about  355  million  bushels  were  harvested,  reports 
Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  J.  Bernard  G-ibbs  at  Calcutta.  The 
first  production  estimate  is  based  on  conditions  prevailing  the  second 
half  of  March,  which  were  unusually  favorable  this  season.    About  40  per- 
cent of  the  Indian  crop  is  grown  on  land  irrigated  by  canals  or  wells. 
Winter  rainfall  was  above  average,  so  that  water  for  irrigation  has  been 
ample  end  moisture  supplies  in  nonirrigated  districts  more  abundant  than 
usual.    Observations  made  by  Mr.  G-ibbs  on  a  field  trip  through  the  wheat 
districts  during  January  and  February  support  the  Government's  estimate, 
which  indicates  the  third  largest  crop  on  record.     The  weather  was  ideal 
during  March  end  April,  when  the  Indian  crop  generally  matures  and  is 
harvested,  end  it  is  said  that  the  quality  of  the  grain  is  average  or 
above. 

Exports  of  wheat  from  India  during  April-March  1937-38  totaled 
over  19  million  bushels,  including  flour  in  terms  of  grain.     This  was 
the  largest  quantity  exported  since  1924-25,  when  45  million  bushels  were 
shipped  overseas.     The  estimate  for  1938-39  is  placed  at  18  million 
bushels.     Wheat  prices  during  most  of  1937-38  were  relatively  high  as 
compared  with  those  of  substitute  foods,   and  farmers  were  therefore  in- 
clined to  release  more  wheat  than  usual.     This  year  a  larger  part  of  the 
crop  probably  will  be  kept  on  farms;  domestic  requirements  are  expected 
to  increase;  and  a  reduction  in  foreign  demand,  influenced  to  some  ex- 
tent by  the  large  crop  of  the  United  States,  is  anticipated.    The  United 
Kingdom,  which  is  the  principal  market  for  Indian  wheat,  will  no  doubt 
continue  to  be  the  largest  purchaser  in  1938-39.     Sales  to  Germany,  which 
were  »of  considerable  significance  last  year,  are  not  likely  to  be  so 
large.    See  table,  page  308. 

Imports  of  wheat  into  India,  including  flour  in  terms  of  grain, 
are  relatively  unimportant  and  are  not  expected  to  exceed  250,000  bushels 
during  1938-39.    About  550,000  bushels  were  brought  in  during  the  past 
season;  the  elimination  of  the  import  duty  made  it  advantageous  to  pur- 
chase standard- quality  Australian  wheat  when  prices  were  near  a  parity 
with  these  of  Indian  wheat.    With  lower  domestic  prices,  imports  are  now 
expected  to  be  limited  to  small  quantities  needed  for  special  types  of 
flour.    The  small  amount  of  flour  imported  into  India  consists  of  special 
baking  types  not  milled  in  the  country. 

The.  Shanghai  wheat  market. 

The  wheat  and  flour  market  of  Shanghai  was  somewhat  more  active 
during  the  month  ended  May  14  then  a  month  earlier,  according  to  the 
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Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Shipments  of 
low-grade  flour  were  made  to  Tientsin,  into  which  port  Australian  and 
American  flour  also  moved  in  important  quantities.     A  fair  volume  of 
Chinese  flour  also  went  to  ports  of  North  and  South  China,  although  re- 
cent hostilities  in  South  China  interfered  with  trade  and  most  of  the 
flour  going  into  North  China  was  from  Japan.    Local  deliveries  were  some- 
what restricted,  since  rice  supplies  wore  ample  and  lower  prices  favored 
a  greater  consumption  of  rice.     Flour  mills  worked  irregularly  at  about 
25  percent  of  their  normal  capacity,  and  flour  stocks  increased  to  about 
500,000  hags.    Because  of  larger  arrivals  of  domestic  wheat,  stocks  had 
accumulated  and  were  estimated  at  about  6,700,000  "bushels.  Common-grade 
wheat  from  the  surrounding  neighborhoods  was  quoted  at  78  cents  per  hush- 
el;      the  nominal  price  of  domestic  standard  grade  was  86  cents.  Domes- 
tic flour  was  $1.07  per  bag  of  49  pounds;  Australian,  c.i.f.  Hong  Kong, 
was  $4.0.6  per  barrel  of  196  pounds. 

No  wheat  was  imported . into  China  during  March,  but  imports  of 
flour  totaled  375,000  barrels,  of  which  261,000  barrels  originated  in 
Japan,  74,000  in  Australia,  8,000  in  Canada,  and  22,000  barrels  in  the 
United  States.    During  March  1937,  only  26,000  barrels  were  imported, 
practically  all  of  which  came  from  Canada  and  Australia. 

Chinese  cotton  acreage  reduced 

Present  estimates  indicate  that  Chinese  cotton  acreage  for  the 
1938-39  season  may  be  40  percent  smaller  than  the  record  plantings  of 
about  9,545,000  acres  last  year,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Owen  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    As  indicated  in  last  month's  report,  mili- 
tary activities  are  primarily  responsible  for  the  anticipated  sharp  re- 
duction in  acreage,  with  the  greatest  decreases  in  the  areas  of  present 
hostilities  in  northern  China.     While  the  carry-over  for  all  China  at  the 
end  of  the  current  season  is  expected  to  be  materially  larger  than  that 
of  last  year,  it  would  appear  from  the  sharp  reduction  in  new  crop  plant- 
ings that  no  large  amounts  of  Chinese  cotton  will  be  available  for  export 
next  season. 

Mill  activity  for  the  country  as  a  whole  continues  at  about  the 
same  level  as  last  month;  i.e.,  approximately  50  percent  of  capacity. 
Shanghai  mill  and  warehouse  stocks  of  native  cotton  were  estimated  at 
about  180,000  bales,  and  foreign  cotton  on  hand  and  contracted  for  at 
20,000  bales.     Ihege  stocks  are  roughly  equivalent  to  3  months1  consump- 
tion at  present  rate  of  mill  activity  in  Shanghai. 

Exports  of  Chinese  cotton  during  the  first  6  months  (October-March) 
of  the  current  season  totaled  91,500  bales  of  500  pounds.     It  is  estimated 
that  exports  for  the  entire  season  will  be  about  300,000  bales.     On  the 
other  hand,  imports  during  the  first  half  of  the  current  season  totaled 
only  6,600  bales.

Tobacco  production  and  trade  of  Chosen 

The  1937  tobacco  production  of  Chosen  wa.s  the  largest  ever  reported, 
according  to  0.  Gaylord  Marsh,  American  consul  general  at  Seoul.    The  crop 
amounted  to  approximately  59  million  pounds ,  an  increase  of  29.4  percent 
over  that  of  1935.    A  10-year  program,  formulated  by  the  Chosen  Government 
and  inaugurated  in  1937,  includes  a  plan  to  increase  tobacco  area,  to 
147,000  acres  and  production  to  196  aiHion  pounds.     It  is  estimated  that 
this  quantity  will  supply  the  local  demand  and  leave  a  surplus  for  export 
to  foreign  countries. 

Three  types  of  tobacco  a.re  grcvvn  in  Chosen  -  native,  Japanese,  and 
flue-cured  (from  American  seed).    Production  of  flue-cured  in  1937  in- 
creased by  nearly  20  percent  and  amounted  to  about  9  million  pounds,  or 
15  percent  of  the  total  crop .

Chosen  has  never  imported  great  quantities  of  leaf  from  the 
United  States,   and  this  increase  in  production  of  the  American  type  is 
likely  to  eliminate  the  trade  entirely.    An  increase  in  the  retail  prico 
of  tobacco  products  in  Chosen  in  November  1955  did  not  improve  the  out- 
look, as  the  greatest  percentage  of  increase  was  on  higher-priced  cigarettes 
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in  which  American  leaf  is  used.     Imports  from  the  United  States  declined 
by  30  percent  in  1937  compared  with  1936  and  amounted  to  1,148,000 
pounds . 

Mexican  West  Coast  vegetable  exports  show  sharp  decline 

Exports  of  winter  vegetables  from  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico  through 
Nogales  during  the  1937-38  season  (November-April),  at  2,225  cars,  were 
nearly  32  percent  below  comparable  exports  of  a  year  earlier,  according  to 
a  communication  from  Thomas  M.  Powell,  American  vice  consul  at  Nogales. 
The  decline  has  been  due  chiefly  to  lower  prices  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  this  year.     The  only  vegetable  exported  in  larger  quantities  this 
year  than  last  was  green  peppers.     Substantial  quantities  of  tomatoes  are 
still  available  for  shipment;  but,  unless  prices  improve,  exporting  will 
soon  cease.     Small  exports  of  green  peppers  will  go  forward  for  another 
2  weeks.     The  weather  continues  to  be  excellent  for  vegetables.

United  States  apple  exports  show  increase 

Exports  of  fresh  apples  from  the  United  States  for  the  9-month  pe- 
riod, July-March  1937-38,  amounted  to  nearly  9.5  million  bushels  compared 
with  6.3  million  bushels  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Prom 
April  to  the  end  of  the  season  in  June,   it  is  probable  that  another  million 
bushels  will  be  exported.     The  increase  in  exports  is  largely  explained  by 
the  large  crop  and  the  low  prices  for  apples  in  the  United  States  during 
the  present  season. 

Increases  occurred  in  exports  to  the  chief  European  markets  -  the 
United  Kingdom,  Prance,  the  Netherlands,  and  Belgium  -  as  well  as  to  Egypt, 
the  Philippines,  Palestine,  and  Argentina.    Exports  to  Canada  decreased  be- 
cause of  the  big  crop  in  that  country,  while  shipments  to  Germany  continued 
to  decline,  partly  as  a  result  of  the  abnormally  large  German  crop  in  1937.

Export  subsidy  cn  lard  and  salt  po rk  fixed  by  French  government 

On  April  16,  1938,  the  French  Government  fixed  the  premium  paid  to 
exporters  of  lard  at  2  francs  per  kilogram  (about  2.8  cents  per  pound  at 
current  rate  of  exchange)  and  that  paid  to  exporters  of  salt  pork  at  1.50 
per  kilogram  (2.1  cents  per  pound).    These  rates  apply  to  all  exports  of 
lard  and  salt  pork  authorized  by  the  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Ap- 
propriations made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  subsidies  to  exporters 
of  lard  and  salt  pork  for  1936  and  1937  amounted  to  250,000  francs  and 
2,300,000  francs  ($15,000  and  $93,000),  respectively.    Prior  to  1936, 
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exports  of  lard,  pork,  and  salt  pork  were  quite  substantial,  with  the  major 
portion  of  these  shipments  going  to  the  Saar  Basin.     Since  this  region's 
incorporation  with  Germany,  however,   exports  of  these  products  have  been 
sharply  reduced. 

British  extend  cured-pork  import  quota 

August- September  quota  allocations  for  cured-pork  imports  into  the 
United  Kingdom  from  regulated  countries  have  "been  extended  at  the  rate  in 
effect  since  the  first  of  May,  according  to  a  recent  announcement  by  the 
British  Board  of  Trade.     The  total  quota  of  880,724  cwt.   (38,641,088  pounds) 
is  approximately  the  same  as  that  allotted  for  the  sane. months  of  1937.  The 
United  States  share,   7,990,000  pounds,  represents  the. usual  8.1  percent  of 
the  total.     An  additional  20,000  cwt.  have  been  requested  for. this  period, 
of  which  the  United  States  is  to  furnish  1,600  cwt.     Total  permitted  im- 
ports of  cured  pork  from  the  United  States  during  August  and  September, 
therefore,  will  amount  to  8,169,000  pounds.     Actual  imports  from  the  United 
States  during  March  totaled  4,638,000  pounds.
